Document 1: JP, 8-181702, (NEC Corporation), 12 July, 1996 (12.07.96) 

Document 2: JP, 2002-198974, A (Matsushita Electric Industrial Co., Ltd.), 12 July, 2002 (12.07.02) 

The subject matters of claims 1-4, 10, 12, and 14 do not involve an inventive step, according 
to documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. In document 1, a part that detects a data manager, which is 
shown by the MAC header, is described. However, the application of the means described in 
document 2, to calculate the transmission stop period from the analysis of the MAC frame from the 
frame manager of the MAC frame shown by the physical layer header is described in document 2, as 
a means of detecting a data manager, as in document 1, is easy for a person skilled in the art. 

The subject matters of claims 5-9, 1 1, 13, and 15 are not described in any of the documents 
cited in the ISR, nor are they obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
